The  Curriculum  Laboratory  has  undergone  considerable  reorganization. 
The  elementary  and   junior  high  textbooks  have  been  expanded  and  brought 
up-to-date.     Books  from  approximately  forty  publishing  houses  are  repre- 
sented in  the  collection.     A  number  of  new  courses  of  study  have  been 
ordered  to  replace  the  older  material.     Two   catalog  collections  of  im- 
portance have  been  organized:     catalogs  of  textbooks  and  catalogs  of 
equipment  and  supplies  for  school  systems. 


Recently  the  library  was  given  a  collection  of  Japanese  textbooks  which 
will  be  on  display  for  the  next  several  weeks.     They  are  representative 
of  the  type  of  publishing  which  resulted  from  the  educational  reorgani- 
zation in  Japan  since  the  war.     Various  subject  fields  are  included  in 
both  elementary  and  secondary  levels.    ^As  an  idea  of  the  content  can 
be  secured  from  the  illustrations  and  the  typed  bibliographic  notes 
which  appear  in  the  front  of  each  book,   an  interesting  comparison  can 
be  made  between  the  Japanese  and  American  texts.     Please  feel  free  to 
browse  through  the  collection  at  your  leisure.
